Maintaining that someone 
had to “ get involved" and 
downplaying his own contribu­ 
tion to the capture of two sus­ 
pected robbers, a San Anselmo 
youth says he would risk being 
shot again to help apprehend 
robbery suspects 
“I'm not really sad about the 
whole thing. If I knew I could 
have identified the men and if I 
knew I would only be hurt to 
the extent I am.

Sharp Drop 
In Jobless 
Rate Told 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Un­ 
employment dropped sharply 
last month from 4 8 to 4.5 per 
cent, the lowest jobless rate in 
more than 34 years, the gov­ 
ernm ent announced today. 
The Nixon adm inistration's 
target was reducing joblessness 
to 4.5 per cent by the end of the 
year. 
The October decline in unem­ 
ployment was the sharpest drop 
since November, 1972. and ran 
counter to other economic sta­ 
tistics indicating that the na­ 
tion’s economy is slowing down. 
However, the jobs report by 
the Labor Department s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said the 
average work week for rank 
and file workers declined by 12 
minutes last month to 37 hours 
The manufacturing work week 
also was 12 minutes shorter at 
40 6 hours, but factory overtime 
was little changed at 3.7 hours 
per worker for the month 
Herbert Stein, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Advis- 
j era, said the sharp drop in the 
jobless rate, while good news 
for millions of wage earners, 
also showed that there was 
little extra room for economic 
growth by bringing more work­ 
ers on to the production lines 
“ It increases the importance 
of policies of fiscal and mo ne 
tary restraint, to keep the ex 
panxion of economic activity to 
a sustainable rate, and help 
bring inflation under control, 
he said.

Protest Violence 


BELFAST (UPI) - Roman 
Catholics threw blazing barri­ 
cades across the streets of Bel­ 
fast’s Lower Falls district to­ 
day to protest 
a day of 
Northern Ireland violence in 
which two men were killed and 
27 persons wounded 
The barricades burned for 
hours, set afire by bitter Catho­ 
lics angered by an upsurge of 
bomb and bullet attacks yester­ 
day in Belfast. “They are in the 
grip of fear.” a policeman said 
In the day’s worst attack, a 
massive bomb — estimated at 
between 200 and 400 pounds — 
demolished the Avenue Bar in 
downtown Belfast, killing a 
Catholic pensioner and injuring 
16 other persons, five of them 
seriously. 


S. Viet Deaths 


SAIGON (UPL — Three land 
mines and a shelling killed four 
civilians and wounded 17 oth­ 
ers, the South Vietnamese com 
mand reported today 
For the first time since the 
Jan 28 cease-fire and perhaps 
for the first time since a late 
1969 siege, shelling was report­ 
ed within three miles of the 
former U S 
Special Forces 
camp at Bu Prang. 112 miles 
northeast of Saigon. 


Gas Price Hike 


OTTAWA (UPP - OU and 
gasoline prices in eastern Cana­ 
da will rise an average two 
cents a gallon, and the export 
tax on Canadian od shipments 
to the United States will be 
more than quadrupled.

Earlier, government spokes­ 
man Col. Am Rong said Cambo­ 
dian government units trapped 
a rebel force on a road near the 
coast yesterday and killed 55 of 
the insurgents in a heavy bat­ 
tle.

Senate Democrats Still 
Seeking Own Prosecutor 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Watergate investigation could 
conceivably wind up with two 
special prosecutors, one work­ 
ing for President Nixon and one 
empowered by Congress. 
Although Acting Attorney 
General Robert H. Bork prom­ 
ised yesterday that newly 
named prosecutor Leon Jawor- 
sib would have “full coopera­ 
tion of the executive branch’’ 
and “no restrictions on his free­ 
domi,” Senate Democrats main­ 
tained their drive for legislation 
setting up a prosecution force 
divorced from the administra 
Hon. 
Bork said Jaworski would 
have power to sign his own 
indictments and take legal ac­ 
tion to get necessary presiden­ 
tial documents. 
“We believed their promises 
before," said Sen. Adlai E. 


Stevenson III, D-Dl. “ I won t 
believe them again. Congress 
has been burned once already. ” 
The Democrats asked their 
leader, Mike Mansfield, to con­ 
sult with Republican leader 
Hugh Scott to work out a bi­ 
partisan bill to that effect. 
The most popular proposal in 
the Senate is a bill by Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-lnd., with 55 
cosponsors, that would direct 
Chief U.S. District Judge John 
Sirica to appoint a special pros­ 
ecutor responsible only to the 
court.

Missing Tapes Of Top Interest 
To New Watergate Prosecutor 


HOUSTON (LTD -Newly ap­ 
pointed special Watergate pros­ 
ecutor Leon Jaworski. who says 
he'll begin his investigation 
where his predecessor Arc hi 
bald Cox left off, plans to look 
into the matter of the missing

Jaworski, a veteran trial law­ 
yer. conservative Texas Demo­ 
crat and former president of 
the American Bar Association. 
said he will begin work in 
Washington Monday 
Jaworski said he hopes to be 
able to use Cox s files and 
added he would talk to Cox 
"I will want to use what Cox 
did,” Jaworski said “ I know 
Mr Cox He is a highly capa­ 
ble. efficient genUeman I will 
continue where Mr. Cox left off 
“ I will want to talk to him I 
will undertake to talk to him I 
think hell be helpful to my 
investigation ” 
At (us news conference last 
week. Nixon said the new Wat 
ergate prosecutor would not be 
allowed access to PresidenUai 
documents But Jaworski said 
he has been guaranteed com­ 
plete independence, possibly 


more than given Cox when he 
first assumed the post 
“ There are no restraints on 
what I'll be permitted to do,” 
he said "I am not prevented 
from doing anything that I 
think needs doing 
“ If I feel I need some materi­ 
al that I don’t have, I will 
request it." he said. “ I am not 
precluded from taking any ac­ 
tion I deem necessary to get 
whatever evidence I need " 
Jaworski said he was sounded 
out about the job as Watergate 
prosecutor three weeks before 
Cox accepted the job He said 
he was not definitely offered

Key Ballot Issue — Russian River Water 


On Tuesday, voters in the 
Marin Municipal Waler District 
will decide whether the district 
should spend $7.5 million to 
import Russian River water to 
the county. Eligible voters 
number 91.254. 
The controversial bond issue 
would finance the second stage 
of a four-part pipeline which 
would eventually run from Ter­ 
ra Linda to the river and cost 
approximately $40 million 
Stage one. the North Marin 
intertie between Hamilton Air 
Force Base and Highway 37, 
was approved by voters in 1970, 
but has never been built. 
The part of the project on the 
ballot is a pipeline from Hamil­ 
ton to Freitas Parkway in Ter­ 
ra Linda. It would include 
pumps and storage facilities. 
Stage three, which the dis­ 
trict could not construct without 
another bond issue, is a $16 
million pipe from Novato to 
Cotati. The fourth stage, from 
Cotati to the Russian River 
would hook the district’s lines 
directly to the river and would 
also require a bond election. 
Until the district is linked to 
the river, it would have to 
contract for water from the 
North Marin County Water Dis­ 
trict and Sonoma County Water 
Agency which are already tied 
to the river source 
The amount of water which 
will be 
available 
if Measure 


E is passed has been the sub­ 
ject of continuing dispute. 
Marin Municipal officials say 
they will contract for no more 
than 8,000 acre-feet a year if 
the bonds are approved for 
construction of the second 
stage, and for no more than 
13,400 acre-feet ultimately if 
voters later approve completion 
of the third and fourth stages. 
The latter amount is calculated 
as needed to serve the popula­ 
tion growth by 1980 allowed by 
the county general plan. 
Critics, however, point out 
that the pipeline planned will be 
large enough to deliver 20 mil­ 
lion gallons a day or 22,000 
acre-feet a year. 
To this district officials reply 
that until the fourth stage is 
built, connecting Marin Munici­ 
pal directly to the Russian Riv­ 
er, the North Marin Water Dis­ 
trict and Sonoma Water Agency 
will provide water only during 
the eight months September 
through April. And in order to 
get 13,400 acre feet annually 
after the third stage is complet­ 
ed it will be necessary to have 
a 22,000 acre-foot rate of flow 
during those eight months 
After the fourth phase is com­ 
pleted, even though delivery of 
22.000 acre-feet would be possi­ 
ble, the district could not im­ 
port that amount because of the 
tremendous storage facilities 
that would have to be built in 


Marin. 
“We wouldn’t have any 
place to put it," Gen. Mgr. 
William R. Seeger has said. To 
take in that amount, the district 
would have to expand its exist­ 
ing pipelines, reservoirs, stor­ 
age tanks and treatment facili­ 
ties, according to Seeger. 
Even after the system is com­ 
pleted and hooked into the Rus­ 
sian River, there will be times 
when the district will draw that 


at the 22,00(Vacre-foot rate of 
flow in the summer to meet 
peak demands. 
Supporters of Measure E 
point out that the district cur­ 
rently has a moratorium on 
new connections because it is 
already drawing more water 
from its reservoirs annually 
that safety will permit 
If the bond issue fails, they 
say the connection ban will 


continue and bring economic 
disaster to the county. 
Opponents argue that, while 
the current board has agreed to 
contract for only 8,000 acre-feet 
of water a year during the first 
and second stages if the bond 
measure is passed, there is no 
guarantee that future boards 
would hold to that. Some be­ 
lieve that the district should 
seek water sources within Ma­ 


rin. Diversion of Walker Creek 
in West Marin into a reservoir 
is mentioned as a possible al­ 
ternative, although consultants 
studying that proposal have 
said it would cause serious en­ 
vironmental damage. 
To date, the water district 
board has not endorsed Mea­ 
sure E, although the Marin 
Board of Supervisors has asked 
district directors to do so.

A Double Helping 
Of TV Football 


The toughest sports reporting job of the week 
will be falling on the shoulders of Channel 5’s 
Barry Tompkins Sunday. He’ll be anchor man for 
the I o’clock double feature originating at two 
sites — Oakland Coliseum and Tiger Stadium in 
Detroit. 


When the television blackout was lifted in 
Oakland because of the Raiders’ sellout against 
the New York Giants, CBS. which was all set to 
pipe the picture back to New York and leave the 
Bay Area fans with the 49ers-Lions game on the 
CBS network, was faced with a dilemma. Which 
game to show? 
In a move to make both sides of the Bay happy, 
CBS top brass decided to show both games at the 
same time. And then the word came down from 
the CBS New York head office: Okay, Barry, you 
can do the job. 
I don't envy Mr. Tompkins. It’s tough enough 
keeping on top of one game; but two? And with 
the burden of all the advance publicity, Tompkins 
is being put in a pressure situation. But he is a 
very capable young man and I am confident he 
can do the job. 
There will be a lot of switching back and forth 
as most of the plays of both games will be shown. 
Some of them might be delayed a few seconds on 
your screen. Some of the plays will have to be 
described by Tompkins on audio while video is 
dealing with the other game. So you might be 
watching Ken Stabler completing a pass while 
listening to Tompkins talking about Ken Willard 
gaining three yards. 
“There will be extensive use of tape slou-motion 
video replays,” Tompkins said, “ and it will be live 
unless two things happen at the same time, then 
one will be shown slightly delayed. Basically, we ii 
cover it like a golf tournam ent.” 
Producer Bill Fitts will pick one of the games as 
the primary contest, but if one of the games gets 
too lopsided, the cam eras will be spending more 
time with the other one. 
If you have color television it won’t be too bad, 
since the Raiders’ home jerseys are black and the 
Lions wear light blue. The 49ers and Giants wear 
the customary white when on the road. 
I am surprised that CBS, which calls all the 
shots at football games (such as when there will 
be timeouts for commercials) didn’t assume all 
control of both games. Equipped with earphones 
and walkie-talkies, television directors could be 
down on each field, in direct communication with 
each other as well as the officials. They would be 
able to direct the start of each play so they would 
alternate from site to site. (“ Okay, you guys. It’s 
your turn to run a play; but hurry up, you’ve got 
only eight seconds!”) 
If it was successful, the television people could 
think of enlarging the format to include simulta­ 
neous telecast of three, four or even a half dozen 
games. The possibilities are limitless. With the 
right direction and control, television could split 
up the games and put on a Sunday gala production 
— the simultaneous telecast of the entire 12-game 
Sunday schedule! And if Barry does a good job 
Sunday 1 11 nominate him to be the Super Sunday 
anchorman. 


13-YEAR-OLD ROBB WATKINS of Novato will 
be more concerned with his own ability than 
simultaneous telecasts at the Raider-Giant game. 
He will be competing in the area Punt, Pass and 
Kick competition Sunday in the Oakland Coliseum. 
He qualified for the area competition by winning 
local, zone and district competition. If he wins his 
age group Sunday he qualifies for the division 
competition Dec. 15 in Miami. Winners there go to 
the Super Bowl Jan. 13 in the Houston Astrodome.

Proposition I, Measure E Deserve Approval 


Two proposals on next Tues­ 
day’s ballot deserve over­ 
whelming approval. 
The first is Proposition I, the 
state spending limitation pro­ 
posed and pushed by Governor 
Reagan. 
If Proposition I is passed, for 
the first time there will be a 
limit on how much of our mon­ 
ey the state can spend. The 
percentage of our incomes it 
spends has been creeping up­ 
ward for many years. In recent 
years, it has not been just 
creeping; it has been dashing. 
Also, Proposition I will put 
into the state constitution — 
where they cannot be repealed 
by the legislature any time that 
appears of temporary political 
advantage — the controls on 
local tax rates and school dis­ 
trict spending which were im­ 
posed by Senate Bill 90. Be­ 
cause 
of 
that 
bill, 
many 
Californians have actual tax 
reduction this year for the first 
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time in decades. Such reduction 
will be made permanent if 
Proposition I is adopted. 
We don’t expect Proposition I 
to result in a perfect law. But 
that’s no reason for not includ­ 
ing it in our state constitution. 
The perfect law has yet to be 
written. If we eliminated all the 
imperfect laws, we’d have no 
constitution at all. 


A SECOND proposal deserv­ 
ing passage is Measure E, the 
Marin Municipal Water District 
$7.5 million bond issue to bring 
8,000 acre feet of water per 
year from the Russian River 
via Sonoma County.

Nixon Ties Hands Of New 
Watergate Special Prosecutor

WASHINGTON (UPI) —Barring an un­ 
expected assertion of Congressional pow­ 
er. the new special Watergate prosecutor 
will have less authority to investigate 
wrong-doing in the White House than his 
predecessor 
As the “ firestorm" of the past week 
calmed, several things became clear 


THE NEW PROSECUTOR, whoever he 
is, will not have the authority to sue for 
“presidential documents” which may be 
needed rn prosecuting Watergate wrong­ 
doers It was a dispute over this central 
issue that directly led to Archibald Cox’s 
ouster and the resignations in protest of 
Atty. Gen. Elliott L Richardson and his 
deputy, William D. Ruckelshaus 
—President Nixon plans to oppose any 
move by Congress to appoint a special 
prosecutor of its own and it appears 
unlikely that enough votes could be 
mustered to impose such an arrangement 
against the President’s will 
—Nixon will not turn over records of 
his own private conversations —or other 
items considered by him to fall into the 
category of “ Presidential documents 
The sole exceptions are the nine tapes he 
decided to relinquish under court orders.

weel. Nixon pledged the “fullest coopera 
uoo" with the new special prosecutor so 
the Watergate m atter could be brought to 
a fair and expeditious conclusion 
“ It is time for those who are guilty to 
be prosecuted and for those who are 
innocent to be cleared," he said 
But beyond these assurances —which 
i»ound very much like those given when 
Cox assumed the job —not much the 
President said rn the acrimonious session 
with reporters would bring comfort to 
that wide segment of the public which 
does not want to believe that Nixon fired 
Cox because he was getting too close to 
some em barrassing truths 
He defended his decision to dismiss 
him on grounds that Cox rejected the

There are numerous election 
contests in various special dis­ 
tricts. But there is one which 
affects almost all of Marin; 
that to fill the seat vacated by 
Elizabeth M. Deedy on the 
Marin Community College Dis­ 
trict board. 
We favor Joseph A. Gereghty 
of Kentfield for that position, 
primarily to provide a “go 
slow” voice on the college 
board, which may be over­ 
committing us on Indian Valley 
Colleges at the very time that 
enrollment decreases are in 
prospect. Gereghty has careful­ 
ly studied the college district’s 
situation.

On Own Resources 


In voting for or against Measure E, we 
have to realize that at stake is not just 
the issue (rf local water shortage, or 
controlled growth, or the economic im 
pact of the water moratorium 
The basic issue before us, it seems to 
me, is the urgent need for resource 
management and land planning on a 
regional level. 
Stop-gap solutions on s purely local 
level have become hopelessly inadequate 
in today’s fast growing and incredibly 
complex metropolitan areas like the San 
Francisco Bay Region. 
On the surface it all seems so simple: 


Marin needs more water for its growing 
needs. The neighboring county has plenty 
of it. So we decide to go next door to tap 
Sonoma's Russian River water. But Sono­ 
ma County has to use Mendocino County 
rivers to fill its proposed dams — that 
are supposed to alleviate our water 
shortage. 
I wonder how many of us have been 
fully aware of what the regional impact 
of this seemingly simple action could 
amount to? 
I hope that by now most of us have 
learned that we cannot keep assuming 
that we can go “ next door” whenever we 
run out of our resources. We have to 
learn to live within our own land bolding 
capacity. But once we have opened the 
flood gates for easy access to new water 
sources, our chances for a truly success­ 
ful crash program in water conservation, 
reclamation and growih control laws will

Foreign Diplomats Give President 
High Marks On Handling Of Crisis 


WASHINGTON — It is clear that the 
United States has aborted a perilous 
military confrontation with the Soviet 
Union as grave and uncertain as the 
Cuban missile crisis 
In 1962 Nikita Khrushcev was prepar­ 
ing to install offensive nuclear weapons 
in Cuba with the approval of Fidel 
Castro. 
Last week Leonid Brezhnev was in the 
process of deploying substantial Russian 
troops into Egypt with the approval of 
President Sadat. 
The Kremlin had its troops ready and 
on alert 
It sent a sternly worded note to Presi­ 
dent Nixon informing him that if the 
United States did not also dispatch troops 
to the Middle East, ostensibly to guaran­ 
tee the cease-fire, the Soviets would act 
alone 


THAT WAS THE WAY the crisis began 
and it ended the way the Cuban missile 
crisis ended ll years ago. For some 
reason the Russians decided against pre­ 
cipitating a military confrontation with 
the United States and the danger of 
nuclear war breathlessly faded again 
Understandable questions arise: 
Did firm and forthright actions by the 
United States government avert the peril 
of superpower confrontation or did the 
whole thing simply look more ominous 
than it was? 
Was the alerting of American troops 
worldwide prudent and wise or was it, as 
the Russians later contended, “ absurd.” 
without cause* 
To what extent, if any. was President 
Nixon's handling of the crisis weakened 
or handicapped by the divisiveness of 
Watergate* 


SOMETIMES IT LH helpful - perhaps 
reassuring — to see ourselves through 
the eyes of others who know at firsthand 
both our weaknesses and our strenghts 
Since last Thursday, when the crisis 
was dissolved and the Soviet Union ac­ 
cepted the U S position. I have had the 
opportunity (rf candid conversations with 
several highly respected foreign diplo­ 
mats in Washington They were discuss­ 
ing the American handling of the threat­ 
ened m ilitary confrontation and the 
following reflects their consensus, bor 
dering on their nearly unanimous ap 
praisal 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


1 — They perceived no Watergate 
related weakness on the part of the 
president in any aspect of his mood,' 
manner, judgment and actions as he 
steered the crisis into calm waters.

In Letting Pets Run Loose 


The story of four dogs attack­ 
ing^ cow at a Novato ranch 
last* week again points up the 
ladS of consideration of some 
dor owners. 
ta this case, at least one of 
th£dogs that mauled a £ year- 
old* heifer at the ranch of 
George D. Grossi Jr. should 
have known better. 
Xhe tan male retriever, 
named Hulk, lost one leg awhile 
ha& when a rancher shot him 
during a similar attack on live­ 
stock. 
That time the wound healed. 
This time the dog was not so 
luAy. 


tH E INCIDENT at the Gros­ 
si "ranch is bound to reinforce 
the belief that Marin, semi 
rural though it is, is no place 
for large dogs if they are al­ 
lowed to roam. 
In the cities and towns, they 
bark, run in packs, sometimes 
attack children or knock elderly 
people to the ground, and mess 
up streets, sidewalks and 
yards. 
In the country, they attack 
and kill sheep, cattle and chick­ 
ens as well as wild game. 
The state Department of Fish 
and Game estimates dogs kill 
three times as many deer as do 
bunters 
What many dog owners fail to 
realize is that they stand to lose 
much as anyone over the be­ 
havior of their pets. 
Tor one thing, the owner of 
any livestock attacked by a dog 
may collect douhle damages 
from the dog's owner for death 
or injury to stock. 
For another, a dog owner 
never knows when he lets his 
dog out for a nightly romp 
whether the animal is going to 


come back. Some are shot and 
killed by irate ranchers. 
Consider, too, the $2 million 
suit against the owners of two 
dogs said to have knocked down 
an elderly Mill Valley minister 
as be strolled through his com­ 
munity.

Fuel For Agricultural 
Industry Said Critical 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Die­ 
sel fuel is in such critically 
short supply in California that 
the state's $6 billion agriculture 
industry could at any time 
“ grind to a halt,” the state’s 
No. 2 farm official said yester­ 
day. 
‘Affected immediately by the 
shortage is the present harvest­ 
ing of rice, corn, sorghum and 
sugar beets and also under a 
severe threat is winter plowing 
for all spring planting, said 
Robert Hartzell, deputy state 
agriculture director 
The situation. Hartzell added, 
“ w ill carry right down the 
chain to the consumer” — 
meaning higher prices. 
„ “ I think it s a very critical 
situation in California and I do 
think we could see the wheels of 
agriculture grind to a halt if we 
don’t get additional fuel,” Hart 
zeli said. 
He also said that an adequate 
supply of fuel for heating sys­ 
tems to protect California's 
vest vineyards and citrus fields 
was rn jeopardy. Agriculture us 
the state's No. I industry' and 40 
per cent of all fruits and veg* 
tables consumed in the nation 
come from California. 
The problem, Hartzell said, 
was two-pronged One, under 
the mandatory federal fuel allo­ 
cation — effective Thursday — 
states will get an amount of 


fuel equal to the corresponding 
month of 1972. 
However, Hartzell said, there 
is a “ crisis” because California 
farmers used only a small 
amount of the fuel they would 
have normally used because of 
heavy rains last winter. 
The second part of the prob­ 
lem, he said, was a mixup in 
paper work by the federal gov­ 
ernment m allocating fuel for 
new acreage not rn use last 
year. 
Hartzell said the Office of Oil 
and Gas of the U S. Interior 
Department rn San Francisco 
was handling the paper work 
for such requests but “ they 
don’t even have any forms.” 
He said he could not estimate 
how many California fanners 
would be affected, but a depart­ 
ment spokesman said it was 
“ considerably” in light of 
record new acreage planted 
this year. 
Fanners, Hartzell said, will 
‘ suffer” this winter in harvest­ 
ing late crops but added that 
“ the real problem will be win­ 
ter plowing in preparation for 
next spring.” 
He also said the fuel situation 
could force fanners to turn 
away from such specialty crops 
as cantaloupe, lettuce and other 
perishable products because of 
the amount of fuel needed to 
keep them fresh. 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
When reporter William T. Fan 
got an exclusive story during 
the Manson Fam ily murder 
trial, despite a court gag rule, 
six attorneys came under suspi­ 
cion as the poss l bile source of 
the leak, and Farr went to jail 
for not telling who his source 
was. 
Two of the sue lawyers yester­ 
day sued Fan, arguing that 
they remain under a cloud of 
suspicion because be did not 
tell who leaked the information. 
The two attorneys, Paul J. 
Fitzgerald and Irving A. Kana- 
rek, also named rn their $24 
million suit two other attorneys, 
who they say are the ones 
guilty of leaking the story to 
Fan. 
Fitzgerald and Kanarek 
argued that their professional 
reputations are clouded be­ 
cause they are among the six 
men from whom the leak alleg­ 
edly came, in defiance of a 
court order. 
They demanded $24 million rn 
damages from former Deputy 
District Attorney Vincent T. 
BugUosi, attorney Dayne Shinn, 
and Farr and five other defend 
ants. They accused Bugliosi 
and Shinn of perjury 
Bugliosi was the chief prose­ 
cutor in the trial of Charles 
Manson and four female follow­ 


ers for the Sharon Tat*Labian- 
ca murders. 
The trial judge imposed a gag 
rule, forbidding any of the prin­ 
cipals in the case from reveal­ 
ing information to newsmen. 
But reporter Farr obtained a 
story that Manson’s cult talked 
about killing Frank Sinatra, 
Elizabeth Taylor and other ce­ 
lebrities 
He went to jail for 46 days for 
contempt of court rather than 
reveal his sources, other than 
to say the leak came from 
someone among the six prose­ 
cuting and defense attorneys rn 
the trial. 
All six denied under oath to 
the judge that they had given 
information to Farr in violation 
of the judge s order. 
Farr’s case is still pending, 
and he could be jailed for years 
for continued refusal to identify 
the source, which he has vowed 
never to do. 
Fitzgerald and Kanarek 
charged in their suit that Bug­ 
liosi and Shinn gave the infor­ 
mation to Farr and since then 
have “ continuously, secretly re­ 
quested and called upon ..Farr 
to refuse and continue to refuse 
to reveal their true names.” 
Bugliosi called the suit “ ab­ 
surd, a cheap shot at publicity 
by the lawyer that represented 
Charles Manson.”

'Clean' Nuclear Reaction Found 


By U P- INTERNATIONAL 
The discovery of a new kind 
of nuclear reaction which may 
be able to produce "super 
clean” energy without radiation 
hazards common to present nu­ 
clear power plants was dis­ 
closed by scientists of the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEO yesterday. 
AEC physicist Thomas A. 
Weaver, who announced the 
discovery at a meeting of the 
American Physical Society in 
Philadelphia, said it would re­ 
quire "m ajor advances" in 
technology to make it practical 
for energy production, since it 
requires heat of 3 billion de­ 


grees. but he said it would be 
worth it to try. 
In a related development, the 
AEC said yesterday an experi­ 
mental device for uranium en­ 
richment broke apart Oct. 20 
under the stress of centrifugal 
force, releasing a small amount 
of uranium hexafluoride into a 
work area in Oak Ridge, Term. 
"There were no personal inju­ 
ries,' the AEC statement said. 
Approximately 4 ounces of 
uranium hexafluoride were re­ 
leased in the building, but there 
was no radioactive overexpo­ 
sure of personnel. Many other 
centrifuges were unaffected by 
the incident and are continuing 


in test operation." 
Weaver said the discovery of 
the new, safer reaction "contra­ 
dicts the widespread belief that 
fission releases energy only in 
heavy elements like uranium 
and plutonium.” 
“It produces virtually no lin­ 
gering radioactivity and thus 
could be the basis for super­ 
clean power plants,” he said. 
He said the new reaction in­ 
volved the fissioning of boron 
ll, the most common form of 
the element. He added that a 
heat of 3 billion degrees was 
required in order to get atoms 
of boron ll to release their 
energy 


Friday, November 2, 1973 
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The announcement came as 
the United States, Canada and 
most of Europe were in a fuel 
crunch caused by shortages and 
the Middle East conflict. In 
C anada, D efense M inister 
James Richardson, who threat­ 
ened to resign unless his colin- j 
try developed nuclear power, 
has apparently gotten his way. 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau said under questioning 
in the House of Commons that 
"there are at least two sites in' 
western Canada which are 
being considered" for heavy 
water plants.

The lush, tropical flowers and 
foliage and brilliant sunlight of 
Hawaii are richly articulated in 
Irina Popoff’s paintings and 
draw ings 
at 
the 
M etes & 
Bounds Gallery in Sausalito 
The artist, who has worked 
and taught in the Hawaiian 
Islands, 
has 
an 
educated 
awareness of both the botanical 
and pictorial design elements of 
the native floral species. 
Miss Popoff works both large 
and small 
Her largest and 
most exemplary painting is the 
four foot by nine-foot “ Hawaii 
an Flora.” In this air brushed 
acrylic canvas, the artist has 
expanded 
flower 
and 
leaf 
shapes to giant size 
Diagonal thrusts and counter 
thrusts of huge stalks and in­ 


sect form s, flowing contour 
rhythm s, sharp cropping of 
forms, and brilliant colors work 
in total harmony. 
This unity is missing in sever­ 
al others of the large paintings 
where Miss Popoff has com­ 
bined the airbrush technique 
with direct brush application 
and with multiple divisions of 
space 
“ Hibiscus in Clouds ” comes 
off best rn this group 
The 
airbrush spray atomizes the 
subdued background colors, 
lending a dreamy, hot house or 
jungle atmosphere 
The wide 
horizontal band across the mid­ 
section acts like a spot-light 
revealing the ch aracteristic 
bright, high-keyed colors 
The combination of the air­ 
brush and direct application in 


contrasting recessive and vi­ 
brant tonalities creates a decid­ 
ed spatial and sensory impact.

NEW 
YORK (UPI) - We 
w orking w ives knew it all 
along. Now comes a detailed 
study of the work load carried 
by today’s fem ale of the spec­ 
ies, showing that it is much 
heavier despite all the hoopla 
about labor-saving devices. 
In short, we’re working har­ 
d e r th an our m o th ers and 
grandm others and great-grand­ 
mothers. Our fam ily lifestyle 
has become what one sociolo­ 
gist calls “ the harried leisure 
class." The technology of the 
1970s has not really given us 
more leisure time. 
Present day hours spent in 
household work com pared with 
half a century ago are exam ­ 
ined in the current "Journal of 
Home Econom ics” , official pub­ 
lication of the Am erican Home 
Economics Association (AHEA). 
It’s w ritten by Dr. Kathryn 
E. W alker, who is leading a 
continuing study of the subject 
at Cornell University. She says 
th a t w hen hom e eco n o m ists 
first began to study the length 
of a w om an's work week 50 
years ago, they found it to be 42 
to 49 hours. 


TO D A Y . 
T H E e m p lo y e d 
woman works a 66-to 75-hour 
w eek at com bined job and 
household duties. 
"It 
is probably tru e." she 


says, “ that as we are released 
from one household job by new 
products and new services, we 
choose to give that released 
tim e to the things we were not 
able to get done yesterday or 
that we had not done as well as 
we w ished.” 
For instance. Because it is so 
much easier to wash clothes in 
an autom atic w asher than on a 
washboard, we now wash cloth­ 
ing and linens m ore frequently 
than we used to and total tim e 
spent on laundry has not de­ 
creased perceptibly. The sam e 
analogy could be worked out for 
m any other kinds of housework. 
Miss W alker, in exam ining 
the “ w hy,” says the tendency 
to do more work each week 
seem s to be related to the fact 
that fam ilies have many more 
goals than they used to —some 
ach ie v ab le 
by 
doing 
m ore 
household 
w ork 
and 
som e 
achievable with the extra mon­ 
ey earned in outside employ­ 
ment. 


IN TODAY’S affluent world, 
we encom pass more of what we 
want to do —more acquisitions 
to care for, m ore rooms to 
clean, a bigger yard to mow 
and p lan t and p ru n e, m ore 
clothes to care for, more foods 
to choose from, and more exot­ 
ic recipes to prepare. 
It is here that she quotes 
Staffan Burenstam Linder's ref­ 


erence to us all as "the harried 
leisure class.” 
Dr. W alker says ber findings 
are based on talks with some 
1.400 fam ilies selected at ran­ 
dom from a large population 
stratified by rural, urban or 
suburban location, num ber of 
children, age of the youngest 
and oldest child, and in fam ilies 
without children the age of the 
wife. 


The research showed the av­ 
erage am ount of tim e spent o 
housework by employed women 
ranged from four to eight hours 
daily. The average for the no­ 
nemployed hom em aker ranged 
from five to 12 daily. 


She asks w hether this m eans 
that employed women are more 
efficien t b ecau se th ey have 
tim e pressures. "We have no 
answ ers,” she says. "We can 
only speculate.” 


OF THE FAMILIES studied, 
the researchers found that a

THERE APPEARS to be con­ 
siderable confusion these days 
on bow much discipline and 
what kind a family should have. 
Extreme measures — too strict 
and unreasonable boundaries to 
no guidelines whatsoever — are 
obviously not the answer. 
Some parents, unwisely and 
unsuccessful, subcontract the 
job of discipline to the schools 
and churches and other public 
agencies. 
Observing youngsters with no 
parental input with regard to 
discipline (not physical punish­ 


ment, but boundaries and 
guidelines for family member­ 
ship), it appears that even poor 
guidelines are better than no 
guidelines. Children are still 
children. 
Ultimately, many young peo­ 
ple come to evaluate parental 
free reign as “not caring” or 
‘‘too busy doing their own 
thing.” 
Ideally, there should be a 
balance 
“I give my kids respect.” 
said “ Pop,” “and they recipro­ 
cate. Children must be allowed 
to have their say, too. Parents 
must listen — honestly listen 
and learn. At the same time, as 
parents (who supposedly have 
some sense, a consequence of 
more years of living) we have 
to set some reasonable limits 
for our youngsters. A little dis­ 
cipline never killed nobody.” 
It’s ironic how some family 
members still reserve good be 
havior for “ company” and 
“outsiders." Pop suggests we 
re-examine how we treat each 
other within our families.

A T COLLEGE OF MARIN 
Seale Tells New

There were no guns in evi­ 
dence and no burly guards at 
the side of the speaker. No 
shouts of revolution or hatred 
pierced the air 
And even when the speaker 
opened his rem arks with a 
rousing “ Power to the people," 
he received only a token "Right 
on," from a few members of 
the audience 
The scene seemed hardly ap­ 
propriate for Bobby Seale, co­ 
founder and national chairman 
of the Black Panther Party, a 
group which took their guns 
into the streets of Oakland in 
1966 to eradicate "police brutal­ 
ity" as they saw it. 
Seale spoke yesterday of 
working “ within the system" 
for social change to a gathering 
whim he estimated at 1,000 
persons but which was closer to 
300 at the College of Marin 
Billed "New Directions of the 
Black Panther Party,” Seale's 
speech centered on the use of 
* the system” to remove the 
"corporate interests and cor­ 
rupt politicians" which per­ 
meate "the system." 
Seale talked of his men recent 
campaign for mayor of Oakland 
in which he was defeated in a 
runoff election with Mayor John 
Reading by 33,767 votes, almost 


a 2 to-1 margin. A candidate for 
the state Legislature in 1968, 
Seale indicated that political 
activity is not something new to 
the party 
But after describing the cf 
forts of “ brothers off the 
streets" during the first four 
years of the party, efforts 
which included guns and vio­ 
lence, Seale settled into a de­ 
scription of social programs 
which he said are the party's 
concern today. 
Ile described a school being 
run by the party in Oakland to 
offer “ alternative education ’ to 
the young, saying most classes 
are conducted in hall!? of justice 
and other governmental institu­ 
tions. 
"We don't tell them all cops 
and judges are pigs." said 
Seale. He concluded the young­ 
sters can judge for themselves 
after seeing most tickets and 
fines go to poor blacks 
He said the Black Panther 
Party's philosophy is “human 
philosophy" intended to get pro- 
ple involved in programs for 
their own benefit. “ Politics is 
organizing people around their 
basic needs," Seale said 
To that end. he said his future 
efforts would be to register 
20,000 black voters in Oakland 


Panther 


He said he would give each a 
bag of groceries complete with 
chicken and steaks if that is 
what is necessary to gain their 
involvement. 
Dressed in knit pants with 
sports coat and tie, the 36-year- 
old Seale hardly looked the part 
of the Black Panther who re­ 
ceived national headlines as a 
member of the 
Chicago Sev-
